Past of T. rinty College 


Washington College.—To the enquir- 
ies of such ashave not distinctly uppre- 
hended the object or the necessity of es- 
tablishing another College in this State, 
the following document may furnish an 
official and satisfactory answer. 


Address in behalf of the Episcopal Col- 
lege in Conneclicul,— 


“To the Bishops, Clergy, and Laity of the 
Church of England. 
Brethren, 

An occasion has arrived, when the Epis- 
copal Church in the United States once 
more looks, with filial solicitude, to her 
parent Church in Great Britain. Planted 
in the midst of Dissenters from her minis- 
try and worship, and opposed by many 
prejudices, numerous difficulties have 
heretofore retarded her progress : ‘yet, fos- 
tered originally by the venerable Society 
Sor the Propagation of the Gospel in For- 
eign Parts, and prospered by the Divine 
blessing, she has now attained a respecta- 
ble rank among the other Keformed 
Churches in our country. Still, she ex- 
periences a formidable obstacle to her ad- 
vancemeut, in the necessity of educating 
her youth in seminaries under the influ- 
ence and direction of other denominations 
of Christians. 

Within the present year, however, an 
Episcopal College has received a charter 
from the legislature of the State of Con- 
necticut, to be called by the nanie of 
Washington College,* and it is in behalf 
of this institution, that its trustees now 
beg leave to address you. 

Active and successful exertions in he- 
half of this institution, are now in opera- 
tion, among the friends of the Church in 
this country, for its respectable endow-- 
ment ; but ufter our best efforts, we-hall 
still need the assistance of her friéuds ip 
Great Britain ; and it is to them éspecial- 
ly that we must look, for the supply of 
books to furnish a library, and fprvthe ne- 
eessary philosophical apparatus, 

We earnestly hope that your~aid will 
enable us to place this Episcopal College 
upon an equal footing with the other, liter- 
ary institutions among us. You will 
Teadily conceive, that no measures could 
be vetter calculated to promote the pros- 
perity of the Church in this country;.and 
to oppose an effectual barrier to those 
spreading errors, which are dividing and 
destroying the ofber religious commun- 
jons.

T having pleafed Almighty Gop, that the late Brit Colony of Conneéticut fhould become a free, 
fovereign and independent State, as it now is, fome alterations in the Liturgy and Offices of our 
urch are neceffary to be made, to accommodate them to the civil Conftitution of the country in 
ich we live; for the peace, fecurity and profperity of which, both as good fubjects and faithful 
riftians, it is our duty conftantly to pray WE, the Bifhop aforefaid, have thought fit, by and 
the advice and affiftance of fuch of our Clergy as we have had opportunity of confulting, to iffue 
s Injunction, hereby authorifing and requiring You, and every one of You, the Prefbyters 
1 Deacons of the Church above mentioned, in the celebration of Divine Service, to make the follow- 
alterations in the Liturgy and Offices of our Church, viz. 


In the fuffrages after the Creed, in morning and evening Prayer, inftead of O Lord fave the King, 
ware to read, O Lord fave the Church , to which the congregation are to make the accuftomed 
ponfe, And mercifully bear us, &c. 


II. The prayer for the King, in the morning and evening fervice, to be left out; and the prayer 
the Royal Family to be thus altered ; Almighty God, the fountain of all goodnefs, we humbly befeech 
¢ to blefs the GoveRNoR and Rucrrs of this State ; endue them with thy Holy Spirit ;—and fo on as 
now ftands. 


Il. Inthe Litany the 15, 16, 17, 18th petitions to be omitted, and the petition for Bifhops, 


be thus read, That it may pleafe thee to endue the Governor and Ruters of this State, with grace, 
dom and underftanding. That it may pleafe thee to ble/s and keep the Fudges and inferior Magiftrates, 
Wing them grace to execute juftice and to maintain truth. To both which the ufual refponfe---/Ve 
ech thee to bear us, good Lord,---is to be made by the congregation. 


| V. In the prayer for the whole ftate of Chrift’s Church, the part relating to Rulers and Minifters 
| be thus altered---We befeech thee alfo to fave and defend all Chriftian Kings, Princes, and Governors ; 
d grant that they, and all that are put in authority, may truly and impartially minifter juftice, to the 
ifoment of wickedne/s and vice, and to the maintenance of true religion and virtue. Give grace, O 


veitly Father, to all Bifbops, Priefts, and Deacons, that they may---and fo on, as it now ftands. 


The prayers for the King that ftand before the Nicene Creed in the Communion fervice, to
